There were four 
deaths. The last case was reported 
about 9:30 o'clock; death had ensued 
before the Health office was notified. 
The body was found in a house near 
the Mormon church. The man's name 
was Keawe. 


THE SITUATION. 


Up to sundown yesterday the fol- 


lowing cases were reported: 


LONG, resident of Punchbowl street 
just below Mormon Church, was 
taken ill Monday at 2 p. m. and 
reported at 6:20 a. m. Tuesday morn- 
Ing. His death occurred at 11 o'clock 
Monday night. 


KELUIA, resident of the vicinity of 


King and Mannakea streets, taken 
sick at 3 a. m. and reported at 7:40 a. 
m. Tuesday. At the hospital. 


KAHILO, resident of tbe Kapuukolo 


district waa removed from infected 
district Thursday last and taken to 
the cholera hospital for safer quaran- 
tine. Developed cholera some time 
Monday night and was not reported 
until Tuesday morning at 9 o'clock, 
although within calling distance of 
the hospital physician: those who 
were with him tried their best to con* 
ceal the unfortunate man's case. 


KEALAKAI, resident of Lunalllo 
Home, reported at 11:30 a. m. Tues- 
day and died at 2:33 p. m. 


DAVID PAU, resident of KalihL 


Time of first symptoms could not be 
learned on account of the reticence of 
natives In tbe house and vicinity. 
Reported at 6:05 a. m. Tuesday, died 
on tbe previous day at 7 p. m. Pau 
was an employee of Wilder & Co., 
lumber dealers. 


PAKTT, resident of Kapuukolo, re- 


moved to cholera hospital for safer

BOABD OF HEALTH MEETING. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health 


yesterday morning, the committee on 
quarantine reported through its chair- 
man, 
Dr. Day. 


The committee found that it was im- 


practicable to have absolutely no com- 
munication with the otber islands. 
No one could tell how long the cholera 
would last. Certain places on the 
other islands might be in desperate 
straits for supplies. The committee 
felt it was necessary that communica- 
tion with the other Islands be had. 


Tbe W. G. Hall and Kilauea Hon 


bad been practically without contact 
with the shore. In this respect the two 
steamers had an advantage over the 
others. It was absolutely necessary 
that there be a clean fleet for inter-isl- 
and navigation. Too much care could 
not be taken. 


With respect to the W. G. Hall and 


Kilauea Hou, the committee recom- 
mended that the crews be moved to tbe 
quarantine station and there disin- 
fected while tbe two steamers undergo 
tbe same process. Tbe crews could be 
taken out in boats. 
The steamers 


should be allowed to start for the other 
Islands as soon as taken ont, with such 
freight and passengers as they might 
have. 


Otber island steamers should under- 


go the same regulation with the ex- 
ception that a five days' quarantine 
should be required. No freight should 
be allowed to go without special per- 
mit from the Board of Health. This 
could be taken ont on lighters. 


In the- matter of discrimination 


with respect to freight it was thought 
that this should be regulated by the 
United States quarantine laws with 
modifications to suit the conditions 
existing here at 
present.

fruits, 
second-hand goods 
of 
all 


kinds, Japanese and Chinese goods, 
should 
be 
prohibited. 
All coin 


should be boiled or steamed for half 
an hour. 


In the matter of passengers, those 


who wished to go to the other islands 
might be allowed to do so providing 
they submitted to the five days' 
quarantine regulations on tbe steamer 
which they intend to take or at the 
quarantine station. The passengers 
must be disinfected. On arrival at 
other Island ports officers and crews 
should have no communication with 
shore. 
Returning 
to 
Honolulu, 


anchorage should be made outside 
and officers and crews be required to 
remain on their respective steamers. 
Freight should be taken out on light- 
ers.

Dr. Day said this should be fumi 


gated in the holds and all Japanese 
and Chinese freight removed. 


An addition was made to tbe quar- 


antine committee's report as follows 
That at the end of flve days' quaran 
tine the crews and passengers going 
out on various steamers, be inspected 


by some physicians authorized by the 
Board of Health and given certifi- 
cates. 


Minister Damon was in favor of 


passing tbe report of the committee 
on quarantine. Tbe necessities of dlf- 
feren^ cases would work out them- 
selves afterwards. 
Dr. Emerson in order to bring tbe 
matter to-A bead, moved for the ac- 
ceptance of committee's report and 
adoption of its recommendations. 


The recommendation of sendlngpas- 


sengers oat immediately by the W. G. 
Hall and Kilauea Hon as well as by 
otber Island steamers after five days' 
quarantine, were both passed. 


Minister Damon thought that every- 
thing to be shipped on island steamers 
should be Sent from one quarantine 
station. 
It waa decided to send rice, hay (in 
bales), grain, coal, medical supplies, 
mails and coin. 
The Australia's passengers will be 


allowed to go on the Hall. 


JohnWftterhouse said it was possi- 


ble passengers and freight would be 
refused on the other islands. Thought 
various agents of the Board of Health 
In various places visited by island 
steamers 'should be informed to see 
that passengers and freight shall be 
landed. • 


President Smith read a letter from 
Dr. Welters, of Lihue, Kauai, in 
which that gentleman expressed tbe 
sentiments of Kauai people.

In order to obtain ideas from China- 


men with respect to the cholera situa- 
tion, a representative of this paper 
called upon a well known laundry- 
man last evening, and obtained the 
following.

tives about the cholera. In tbe first 
place, they are rather sceptical on ac- 
count of refusal on the part of prom- 
inent Chinese doctors to concur In the 
decision of tha-majority of white doc- 
tors of tbe city. 
They aver that they 


have been in a country where cholera 
is prevalent, and are unwilling to say 
that tbe disease at present existing in 
Honolulu is cholera. Again, they be- 
lieve tbe Government is trying to 
kill off the natives and would do the 
same to them should tbe disease take 
hold of their race. I know the Idea is 
perfectly preposterous, but neverthe- 
less it is prevalent among a great 
many of my countrymen who, I am 
sorry to say, are too ignorant to obtain 
a clear view of things." 
Said a Kamaalna yesterday: "While 
I think the Board of Health is work- 
ing most conscientiously In the inter- 
ests of tbe health of the general pub- 
lic and while I believe it is holding

When the Chinese passengers were 
sent up from the quarantine station, 
citizens of Kauai believed they had 
been sent in Ignorance of the second 
outbreak of cholera, which occurred 
after the Kilauea Hou had put to sea. 
In consequence of this fact people of 
LJhue held a meeting and prevented 
the landing of the Chinese laborers. 
Luxuries in food were very scarce, 
bat actual necessities were abundant. 
They did not care to have freight 
sent from Honolulu. 
Mr. Swanzy mentioned several 


places where the people were in 
actual want. 


Mr. Lansing thought it would be a 


good thing to send op a steamer to 
find out the feeling of people on the 
other islands. 
Mr. Swanzy thought 
all 
the 


Board of Health had to do was 
to decide under what conditions 
steamers should leave Honolulu and 
what ports they should visit; when 
once out, all responsibility would be 
relieved from the shoulders of the 
Board. 


HAWAUANS TAKE ACTION. 


Another meeting of native Hawai- 


ians, members of the Board of Health, 
doctors and others was held yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of discussing 
the cholera situation, and considering 
measures for checking the dread 
disease. 


President Smith suggested that the 


city be divided into ten districts, and 
that two auxiliaries be placed in each 
district. Patients should be allowed 
to choose their own physicians. 


J. F. Colburn asked whether the 


physicians' fees would be paid by the 
Government. 


8. K. Kane was in favor of agreeing 


upon some method of preventing con- 
cealment of cholera cases. Districts 
where cholera seemed to be appearing 
should be quarantined. 
; 


J. £. Bush thought that each, vol- 


unteer sbonld find out the sick per- 
sons in his district and report to the 
Board of Health. 


Nahora Hipa was of the opinion 


that the cholera was a divine visita- 
tion, which had come to stav three 
months. If bis advice were followed, 
tbe pestilence would last but five 
weeks. He was promptly called to 
order. 
J. F. Colbnrn advised tbe inspection 


of conditions in (he respective dis- 
tricts every morning and evening. 


J. 
M. Poepoe thought volun- 


teers sbonld enlighten the ignorant 
natives with respect to the use of 
medicine and®other points in connec- 
tion with cholera 
Fney placed too 


much trust in their "amakuas" for 
protection. 


Messrs. A. \V. Carter, J. F Colbnrn 


and J. E. Bush were appointed a cen- 
tral committee to report at 8 a.m. 
Wednesday morning. 


Messrs Falrcblld and Fred Macfar- 


lane volunteered their services for 
raising relief for those in distress. 


Meeting adjourned until H a m. on 


Wednesday. 


OPINIONS OF PEOl'LK. 


" The only thing we can do now is 


to proclaim martial law and stop 
cholera," said a prominent business 
man yesterday. 


"I have found the official bulletin a 


most convenient source of Informa- 
tion and a sure cure for many of the 
wild rumors which certain too san- 
guine persons are fond of circulating. 
All I have to do when anyone reports * 


a private citizen have watched and 
listened and have come to the conclus- 
ion that there is one thing which is 
not being considered as much as it 
should. I speak of the ignorance and 
narrow-mindedness of tbe natives. 
Too much force will not do. They 
must be spoken to individually and 
kindly and made to see the evil effects 
of delay in reporting cases. To an- 
nounce through the press and by 
means of posters alone will not do. 
Point by point every phase should be 
explained and Kindness exercised. To 
say that punishment shall be meted 
out to those who disobey tbe Board of 
Health regulations in tbe matter of 
concealing cases, while it looks plaus- 
ible at first sight, I am sure will not 
be calculated to do much good. Na- 
tives will have all the more fear of re- 
porting. The thing is to explain and 
explain fully; to be kind in both man- 
ner and, mode of action; to show med- 
icines used in the cases of cholera pa- 
tients and to detail their action; to be 
open to all questions and above all to 
be perfectly clear. No semblance of 
secrecy will do. The native tempera- 
ment is peculiar and more can be 
gained by personal investigation and 
a show of kindness than in any other 
way. Cholera must be stamped out. 
I have just spoken of tbe method I 
think will succeed best. 


"Every person in the community 


should come to the aid of the Board of 
Health," said a prominent physician 
yesterday.

LATE GETTING AWAY. 


Australia Does Not Sail Until 9:30 


O'clock Last Nrght. 


The steamship Australia did not 


leave the Oceanic wharf last evening 
until 9:30 o'clock. The last piece of 
freight was taken ont of her hold 
about 9:15 o'clock. There was much 
conjecture up town as to the cause of 
the vessel's delay m getting away; 
some had it that a case of cholera 
had broken out on board, while 
others claimed that Captain Hondlette 
did not want to go ont to sea on such 
a dark night. 


The officers of the ship were not 


allowed to go in the hold where the 
native stevedores were at work, and 
it was impossible to find ont dnring 
the day how much freight remained 
on board of the steamer. The men 
said "little more, little more," in 
response to questions. 


Seventy one cabin passengers left 


on thn vessel; it is expected that she 
will be quarantined at San Francisco, 
notwithstanding the precantion tak 
en at this port.

regulations went to the extent of per- 
mitting new merchandise to be re- 
ceived from an Infected place. 


Dr. Emerson favored permitting 
the shipment of machinery, brick, 
cement and telephone materials. 


Dr. Wood said extending the list 


would increase complications and the 
possibility of danger. 


Mr. Smith was in favor of letting 
stand the list already agreed upon, 
and if possible, freight brought by the 
steamer Australia. 


Mr. Lansing could not see why the 


list should be extended. It would 
mean more work and besides that, if 
tbe list were once increased there was 
no telling where to stop. 


The Board decided to set apart tbe 
Inter-Island wharf nnder the charge 
of one of its agents, for the purpose 
of receiving all goods to be sent by 
steamers. 
• 


It was decided to allow the ship- 


ment of rice, flour, bay and gram 
without written permits. 


Mr. Green asked if ice could be put 


on the permitted list. 


Dr. Wood saw no objection to allow- 


ing the shipment of ice providing it 
be made from distilled water.. Motion 
to permit shipment of ice passed. 


Dr. Day inquired if return freight 


could be brought to Honolulu on clean 
vessels if the same were to be trans- 
ferred outside. 


Mr. Ena wished to know the 


Board's decision on the matter of re- 
turning freight and also about live 
stock. 


Mr. Smith said clean vessels will be 


allowed to enter the harbor to land 
cattle or live stock at tbe cattle land- 
ing if none of the harbor water will be 
used for the purpose of washing decks. 
Vessels must go out as soon as dis- 
charged. 


Motion to allow the Kilauea Hou 


and W. G. Hall to enter the harbor 
and discharge live stock at tbe cattle 
wharf, returning outside afterward. 
Carried. 


Motion to permit the return of 


freight if transferred to lighters out- 
side. Carried. 


Motion to permit fresh meat and 


rice to be taken on board the W. G. 
Hall for the caew's use. Carried. 


Matter of prohibiting congregation 


of people in churches, at band con- 
certs, parties and such, was discussed. 
Ordered that rigid instructions pre- 
venting these gatherings be carried 
out. 


A special permit was granted for 


the shipment of telephone materials- 
to Hawaii for completion of the tele- 
phone circuit there. 
Measure passed 


because circuit thought to be neces- 
sary and Important. 


Mr. Smith read some special rules 
which he had prepared to be pub- 
lished in Hawaiian for tbe instruction 
of natives. 


The matter of traveling back and 


forth between Honolulu and the other 
districts of Oahu was brought up; also 
the freight and articles to be permit- 
ted. 


Dr. Day moved to place the other 


districts of Oahu on the same footing 
as the other Islands. Carried. 


Regulations to stop public gather- 


ings were adopted. 


The work of fumigating and disin- 


fecting \essela, and of placing ves- 
sels aud passengers under quarantine 
before proceeding to the other islands, 
was placed under charge and super- 
vision o( the port physician. 


SITUATION SUMMED UP. 


Tbe cholera, according to tbe general 


theory, was brought to Honolulu by 
the steamer Bolgic, which arrived 
here on the 9tb of August with .538 
Chinese Immigrants on board. The 
vessel had a clean bill of healib, but,

brook, who first gained 
fame at 


the celebrated battle of Wei-Hal-Wei, 
where he sank half a dozen ships that 
came up again in time to fight a sure 
enough battle within a few days, and 
killed Admirals and Captains with a 
magnificent disregard for human life. 
His bloodthirstlness was incompre- 
hensible until it developed that the 
Admirals and Captains were sailing 
their scuttled ships and fighting along 
just as if nothing bad happened. 
"Admiral Hornbrook, however, was 


to the fore again yesterday. This time 
he developed a local plot to restore 
the deposed Queen of the Hawaiian 
Republic, whom he calls Queen Lil 
for short, to her throne. With the 
same disregard for treasure that he 
has shown in the thick of battle for 
human life and Chinese cruisers, he 
announced the prospective distribu- 
tion of twenty-seven millions of dol- 
lars in land, money and goods, to two 
hundred bold spirits like himself, who 
were going to form the invading army 
that would destroy the Island Re- 
public so completely that even tissue 
paper and square-facett gin could not 
put it together again. 
" 'The proposition, wrote Mr. Horn- 


brook, 'is to capture the five steam- 
ers that ply between the islands and 
then approach Honolulu and capture 
the revenue offices and bank of Bishop 
& Co,, there being between three hun- 
dred and five hundred thousand dol- 
lars in the revenue boxes and the 
bank.'" 
"The plan of campaign was to take 


the fire alarm system and then the 
telephone system of Honolulu. The 
messenger boys it seems, were to be 
left unmolested, and the expedition 
would take chances on the boys who 
deliver fish and meat and fruit. The 
police station was next to fall 
"Admiral Hornbrook, Mr. Morrow, 


the commander-in-chief of the expe- 
dition, explained that the policemen's 
arms and ammunition were on the 
upper floors of the police station. His

"The putting a city or a kingdom 


under an interdict which closed the 
churches and put a stop ta all the 
ministrations of religion is regarded 
in the present days as the most in- 
iquitious and outrageous abuse of the 
enormous 
power wielded 
by the 


Popes in the middle ages. 
That this iniquity should be reen- 


acted in the 19th century is simply 
astounding. But it is now a matter 
of history that in the year of grace, 
1895, 
the city 
of 
Honolulu 
was 


placed under an interdict, and all the 
churches closed on September 1st, 
not by Leo XIII, but by a board of 
laymen. • * * * * 
"For an order so unprecedented, so 


unconstitutional, I fail to find any 
authority except in the 'sic volo, sic 
fubes' of W. O. Smith. Perhaps Mr. 
Smith is of opinion that this com- 
munity will graciously submit to 
papal usurpations when they proceed 
from New England Puritanism.

NATIVES AND THE OHOLBBA. 


Friends of oar people, who live 


abroad, should understand that the 
problem of dealing with the chol- 
era here, is made very embarrass- 
ing by the ignorance and careless- 
ness of the natives. So far, the 
whites have not been attacked by 
the disease, owing to the precau- 
tions which they take. The na- 
tives, on the other hand, do not 
comprehend the needs of cleanli- 
ness, or of instantly destroying the 
germs of the disease. Their negli- 
gence in this respect is extremely 
aggravating 
The prevailing feel- 


ing among the physicians is, that 
the spread of the disease will de- 
' stroy the natives only. As usual, 


the natives believe all kinds of ru- 
mors. One of them is, that the 
Government introduced cholera in 
order to get rid of the Royalists. 
The absurdity of it does not make 
them doubtful. 


At the same time, there are 


some very sensible meti among 
them, who are doing all that they 
can do, to instruct their own peo- 
ple and urge them to adopt effi- 
cient measures for preventing the 
ppread of the disease. 


THE BISHOP AND THE BACILLI. 


On Saturday evening last at 


11:10 o'clock, a most virulent case 
of moral bacilli developed ia the 
good Bishop Willid 
The order of 


the Board of Health forbidding the 
opening of the churches on Sunday 
developed in him, a,a may be seen 
by his own evidence in another 
colnmii, the most perfect ''condi- 
tions" for breeding those moral 
pests and before 
midnight over 


three hundred millions of them 
were swarming and sporting in hie 
moral nature. The rice water dis- 
charge of hate and indignation at 
the action of the Board may be 
estimated, as engineers put it, at 
four hundred gallons to the inch of 
pressure.

tolic letter to nobody m general, 
he caused great fatigne among the

No doubt the burning words o 


the Bishop, that "the order (of th 
Board of Health) is the most arbi 
trary, tyrannical action that th 
Government has been guilty of, 
was uttered when some strappin 
bacillus thrashed about in his in 
sides. The good Bishop "got, 'em 
bad," when he declared that th 
Honolulu Puritans care little fo 
the Christian religion. That thes 
impious, heathenish bacilli oper 


BN8LAND AND THE TUBE. 


It was predicted some years ago,

cordially assures the new British 
Cabinet of his support, in putting 
an end to the Turkish atrocities. 
All quibbling about party lines and 
advantages is put aside, and the

man, 
standing 
in 
the 


lengthened shadows, calls ou all 
Englishmen to rally to the support 
of a vigorous policy by the new 
government. 


In the ledger of good and evil 


deeds in British history, the list of 
evil deeds overbalances the good, in 
the past. So it is written in the 
"Glory and Shame of England." 
But, as the moral sense of the 
Anglo-Saxon race has reached a 
fuller growth, the good overbalance 
the evil, and the greatest navy the 
woild has ever seen is found on 
every sea, in the interests of peace. 


Nothing now prevents the pres- 


ence of the British fleet in the 
Bosphorus but the political engage- 
ments of the great Powers, who are 
suspicious of English diplomacy. 
Even these will probably not long 
delay English action 
Englishmen

His associate, the 
Bishop of Rum-ti-foo would ap 
prove of it. Let him tweak and 
twist their noses and hurl Latin 
corses at them. 


The Bishop, of course, hates Mr 


W. O. Smith, the President of the 
Board. These are days for heroic 
treatment. The Bishop may not 
wipe Tyranny from off these islands, 
but he can pull its nose and strike 
terror to its heart.

legions of moral bacilli are behind 
the prelate to encourage and sus- 
tain him. France had a Joan of 
Arc. 
Hawaii should have one 


great, solitary and sublime—Nin- 
compoop.

Hickey took 


po-st ef-ion i ' tLt nland i f Trim- 


over, that it was an impndent in- 
terference with the Monroe doc- 
trine, and he asks that government 
to restore Mr. Hickey, now ."James 
I," to bis throne, which, of course, 
involves the restoration of 'the 
Compte de la Voieaiare to his office 
of Prime Minister. 


As both King and Minister are 


now 
in 
retirement, they' have 


opened a temporary office at No. 
217 West Thirty-sixth street, New 
York City, from which they are 
issuing appeals to the crowned 
heads. 
* 


Mr. Hatch is cordially invited 


by the Chancellor td co-operate, 
on behalf of Hawaii, in securing 
the restoration. This cold blooded 
diplomat, however, is not disposed 
to advise Mr. Dole to give any aid 
and comfort in this singular affair. 
It will not do to encourage,irre- 
sponsible people, with small mon- 
archial "plants" in full working 
order, to prosecute the business 
of capturing and occupying islands 
which are "derelict," 
as 
the 


Chancellor says, or have strayed 
away, or are orphan-islands that 
have lost their parents. Mr. Hatch 
knows that our own Neckar Island 
is at a distance,'and unprotected 
by our fleet of war ships, and is 
much exposed. It would be a ser- 
ious reflection on the discharge of 
bis office, if he should encourage 
this new line of business, and some 
day find that Mr. Hickey, now 
"James I," and his Chancellor had 
landed on Neckar Island, and set 
the monarchical machine in fall 
operation. 


If, however, Trinidad is restored 


to Mr. Hickey, now James I, there 
are some of the regalia of mon- 
archy, including decorations, lying 
in the closets of the Executive 
building which may be sold to 
that august sovereign. If 
the 


island of Trinidad is infested wifh 
the missionary scale, he may se- 
cure here some brilliant "lady- 
bird" journalists to destroy it. A 
species of new literary pest, known 
as the Hawaiian-ids, h& appeared 
here lately and lives en other peo- 
ples 
poems, 
especially 
Edwin 


Arnold's. It is a voracious pest 
and would play havoc in the liter- 
ary foliage of the Trinidad empire.

THE NEW LAND LAW. 


We are asked to refer specially 


to any section of the net? land law, 
which confers arbitrary power on 
the Commissioners. 
Section 41, 


provides that the lessee 
'shall perform any condition in such 
certificate of occupation or lease for 
the planting of trees growing or to be 
planted on such premises, and any 
condition of such certificate of occu- 
pation or lease for the destruction of 
vegetable pests that may be on such 
premises, or for the prevention of the 
'uture introduction of such pests." 


Section 42 provides that, 


'the violations of any of the foregoing 
conditions shall be sufficient cause 
or the Commissioners to take pos- 
session of the demised premises, with 
or without legal process, and without 
notice, demand or previous entry, and 
.hereby determine the estate created 
by such lease." 


If, therefore, a lessee should do 


what he believes to be necessary, 
and in accordance with the terms 
f the lease, for the destruction of 
)ests, and 
the 
Commissioners 


hink that he has not done what is 
eceesary they can kick him out of 
be premises, without any legal 
emedy on his part, and he is 
ummanly deprived of his invest- 
ment, however costly it may be.

AMERICAN IMMIGRATION. 


The recommendation of the La- 


b&r Commission that 
vigorous 


steps be taken at once, by the G,ov- 
ernmeut, to secure the immigra- 
tion of American farmers, with 
moderate means, for the develop- 
ment of the coffee industry does 
not appear to he acceptable to the 
Legislature or to the community. 
Probably, nothing will be done 
about it, and the Chinese, Japanese 
and Portuguese will gradually oc- 
cupy these islands, to the exclusion 
of the white race. If annexation 
takes place, the Chinese dragon 
and rising sun of Japan may be 
put into the corners of the Stars 
and Stripes. 


The indifference of the public on 


this subject is not unexpected. 
The means necessary to hold these 
islands to a Caucassian dominance 
must be altogether too heroic to be 
acceptable 
to 
"business men,' 


whose habits are altogether agains 
radical measures of any kind. Bu 
racial and commercial movements 
toss "business men" up in the air 
just as terriers toss up rats. The 
silent contest here between the 
races goes on every hour. Many 
intelligent men, entirely loyal to 
the plan of annexation, are already 
too disposed to throw up their 
hands to the Asiatic forces. 


The distinguished jurist who re- 


cently visited us for a day, and 
who is in close relations with the 
Democratic leaders in Washington 
said substantially, "I have read 
Professor Alexander'^ recent arti- 
cle on immigration and find that 
your population 
stands 52,000 


Asiatics and Portuguese, and only 
7000 Europeans, Americans and 
others. Where do American insti- 
tutions get their support? What 
will be the future?" 


The American League replies, 


"Just hoist the American flag, and 
it will come out all right." Dr. 
Lindley, the missionary, said a 
naked heathen got from him a 
shirt. He put it on and proudly 
exclaimed,"Now I am a Christian." 
Many of us have an abiding faith 
in the power of the starry flag, but 
we do not believe it can, or will, do 
all the work and leave us to go 
a-fishing, 


But to reverse the action and 


policy existing 
here for many 


years is a matter of heroic treat- 
ment, and quite unsuited, it ap- 
pears, to our habits and ideas. 
After all, the most comfortable 
policy is, "After us, the deluge." 
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THE GENERAL PAEDON. 


We are asked to state the reasons 


which have led to a general par- 
don of the political prisoners. We 
'cannot do so, beyond referring to 
an opinion of the American League, 
and of one of the loyal newspapers, 
that it ought to be done. How far 
the resolution of the American 
League represented the sentiments 
of all of the membership, or the 
sentiment of the men who earned 
the guns during the insurrection, 
we do not know. 


Whether the movement towards 


wholesale pardon is a step in the 
direction of calling the kanaka 
Vote in line, with a party that is 
tired of the present administration 
of the Government, and desires a 
change, we do not know. If it is, 
it is a eagacious move, and does 
credit to its originators. If it is a 
move U declare that the late insur- 
rection .t«flf wa1- 'i mere farce, and 
that th- t-ilfemn c jurt martial was 
a irtcrr f iref •we do not know 
If 
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i 
i-. apprcned by some 
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and the next day drew him in the 
tumbrils to the guillotine. 


The whole business of the insur- 


rection itself, the "war" for its sup- 
pression, the lengthy continuance 
of military law, the extended ses- 
sions of the court martial, with its 
extreme sentences, seems to be 
farcical in view of the swift and 
early pardons. If it is, let us finish 
up the business a& quickly as pos- 
sible, and swallow the medicine of 
ridicufe which will be tendered to 
us by our cynical friends beyond 
the sea. 


The Government itself must, in 


the long run, express the will of 
the people, even if it gives up Bar- 
abbas Government is apt to be the 
meanest of slaves where there is pop- 
ular rule. It grants the pardons be- 
cauee it believes that the voice of 
the people calls for it. 


The opposition preee, the friends 


of the prisoners, will no doubt be in 
high glee because the supporters of 
the Government have gone "about 
face,1' with alacrity, but they can- 
not ridicule the spectacle of anx- 
ious and noble citizens crowding 
themselves 
"into a 
hole," in 


order to do what is right. 


Let us be hopeful. There need 


be no fear of insurrection from the 
natives. Colonel McLean and his 
guns are equal to any emergency in 
that direction. 


The young men who carried the 


guns, and are not accustomed to 
the freaks of political movements, 
need not despair or threaten to 
retire. They may be rather dis- 
gusted, but, all the same, they will 
respond again when needed. The 
strongest point in a community is 
its "bind sight," and not its "fore 
sight."

following the custom, the Chinese 
were placed in quarantine. 
On the 


18th August It was learned that three 
of the immigrants died—two of bowel 
complaint and the other from exhaus- 
tion. 
The third man was an aged 


opium fiend, and It is claimed that it 
be had been, supplied with his regular 
amount of the drag he would have 
lived. 
As soon as it was publicly announced 
that death bad occurred at the quaran- 
tine station people became alarmed 
and declared that Asiatic cholera had 
broken out among the Chinese immi- 
grants. 
It is not uousual for forma of bowel 


complaint to break out among the 
steerage passengers during quarantine 
owing to the change in diet and the 
propensity to fill up on fruits and food 
sent In by friends from the city, bat 
the health authorities made a careful 
investigation in this case and reported 
that there was absolutely nothing to 
indicate that the sickness was due to 
cholera or any disease of a contagious 
nature. A careful diagnosis was made 
of each case by physicians, and not a 
single symptom of cholera was dis- 
covered. In the meantime two others 
were attacked with dysentery, and it 
was decided to extend the term of 
quarantine till all signs of sickness 
had disappeared. 


W. O. Smith, President of the Board 


of Health, made a statement, which 
was published; it allayed the fears of 
the people here to some extent, but, 
on the morning of the 20th, another 
alarm was sounded. 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Health was held to consider measures 
to be taken in consequence of the 
death of a native woman. The doctor 
who attended the case stated that the 
woman died on tbe 19th, after suffer- 
ing about ten hours, with an Illness 
very similar to Asiatic cholera. An- 
other native was taken down with the 
same symptoms and died later. 
The Board of Health held another 


meeting on the 21st to confer with the 
local physicians. After a general dis- 
cussion, tbe medical men would not 
give a decided answer regarding the 
disease awaiting the result of a series 
of bacteriological experiments. They 
were inclined to believe that the dis- 
ease was a form of sporadic cholera- 
morbus rather than Asiatic cholera. 


Another meeting was held on the 


22nd and four of the most prominent 
physicians prononnced the disease 
Asiatic cholera. It was decided to 
inaugurate a system of bouse to bouse 
disinfection and other precautionary 
measures were adopted to insure, if 
possible, the security of tbe commun- 
ity.Tbe doctor of tbe Belgic is blamed 
by people, many of whom claim that 
he made a false report to Port Physi- 
cian Day. When the vessel arrived 
here he reported that three Chinese 
had died on the way over. He claimed 
that heart disease carried off two and 
pneumonia was responsible for the 
death of the third. Fellow steerage 
passengers now here say that the 
symptoms were quite similar to the 
cases that ended fatally at tbe quar- 
antine station. 
No cases developed among the Chi- 


nese at the quarantine station after 
August 16tb, and tbe Immigrants 
have since been released. 
Up to the departure of theMonowai, 


on August 23d, five cases of cholera 
developed at Iwilei, Honolulu; four 
deaths. On the evening of the 24th 
another case was reported. 
For 


five days there were no cases reported 
and the people breathed freer, believ- 
ing that the disease had been stamped 
out. But it was only a respite. On 
tbe 30th, nine cases were reported, 
five of which proved fatal. One of the 
unfortunates was a seaman on the 
Bennington named W. H. Goebel. 
He was taken ill while on board of 
the vessel and lived but a short time. 
On tbe following fwo days four cases 
were reported; on tbe 3d seven cases 
developed. 
With the exception of the Benning- 


ton sailor, a white man, the scourge 
has attacked only natives.

SITUATION AT SUNDOWN. 


The cholera situation up to sunset 


was not as encouraging as upon the 
previous day.

Facts 
regarding first Illness could not be 
obtained. Natives reticent.

HEALTH BOARD MEETINO. 


A meeting of the Board of Health 


was held yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. There were present President 
Smith, President 
Dole; Ministers 
Hatch, Damon and King; Doctors 
Day, 
Cooper, Herbert, 
Emerson, 
Howard, Wood, Surmann, Hibbetts, 
Smith, McGrew and Murray: Bishop 
Willis, Rev. D. P. Blrnie, Professor 
Alexander, Marshal Brown, Messrs. 
Bufus Spaldlng, Thnrston, McCand- 
leas, A. W. Carter, C. L. Wight, John 
Ena, Frank Damon, J. F. Brown, 
Andrew Brown, Geo. Carter, Camara, 
J. T. Waterhouse, T. F. Lansing, 
Wileox, Gonsalves, Geo. H. Falrchild 
and Austin. 
First to be considered was the mat- 
ter regarding a suitable burial place 
for persons having died of cholera. 
President Smith read the report of 
the committee, consisting of Dr. Her- 
bert, G. W. Smith and J. A. McCand- 
less, which bad been appointed to 
make investigation. 
The committee was of tbe opinion 
that tbe present cholera burial place 
was not as safe as it might be. 
Thought it advisable to discontinue 
burials at that place as soon as pos- 
sible. Recommended burial at sea, at 
least twenty mites from shore. The 
bodies must be wrapped in a sheet 
saturated with corrosive sublimate, 
this in turn to be followed by a blanket 
saturated in tbe same disinfectant, 
and outside of the whole a sheet of 
canvas. Soil in the vicinity of Hono- 
lulu seemed hardly fitted for burial of 
persons having died from cholera. 
Presdent Smith spoke of places 


beyond Diamond Head and Moanalua 
hill. No practical place near the city 
seemed available. It was an absolute 
necessity that all danger of contamin- 
ating the water be removed. 
Dr. 


Wayson had suggested burial at sea 
some time ago. 
Cremation had been 


considered, but there seemed to be two 
objections in the way of such proceed- 
ing. Suitable apparatus was required. 
There would be instilled into the 
minds of Hawaiians abject horror at 
the thought of being burned up. 


Tbe mode of preparing,corpses for 


burial was detailed by President 
Smith. The bodies have been wrap- 
ped in a sheet saturated wlih corrosive 
sublimate and then placed* in a coffin, 
the bottom of which had been spread 
from two to three inches with quick 
lime. After in position it has been the 
habit to sprinkle lime aver the whole. 


The undertaker had spoken of tbe 


extreme hard work of digging graves 
back of MakikI, on the Puncbbjwl 
slope. Graves could not be dug fast 
enough. 


President Smith said a gang of pris- 


oners had been employed in the work 
of grave dieginpr just lecenily 
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idea to exhume one of the bodies and 
investigate the 
safety of burying 


according to the present regulations. 
President Smith aald the first body 


had been interred on August 19th. 
He wae in 
favor 
of 
exhuming 


bodies already buried. 


Dr. Herbert said there was a pouai- 
bUltyof germs being present on the 
outside' of coffins. While the prob- 
ability was small, still it should be 
guarded against. Should one germ 
escape and get into favorable spots 
for germination great danger might 
result. 
Andrew Brown thought cremation 


tbe best mode for disposing of the 
bodies. 
President Dole thought that bury- 
ing bodies at sea would tend to induce 
tbe friends of cholera patients to use 
more secrecy. Thought this mode 
should not be adopted. 
Minister Damon, J. A. McCandless 


and George W. Smith were appointed 
a committee to go down on the rail- 
road for the 
purpose of search- 
Ing out a suitable spot for burial. 
Dr. Herbert wished that the com- 
mittee would avoid moist and porous 
soil. 
President Smith—'-As the epidemic 
is increasing would it not be a good 
Idea to bold a public meeting of tbe 
Board of Health every day?" 
President Smith's idea was consid- 


ered favorably, and 3 o'clock set as a 
time 
for 
holding 
such 
dally 


meetings. 
Dr. Herbert thought it a good plan 


to provide for a house to house 
inspection. 


President Smith said there had been 


two cases during the night and four 
in the forenoon. It was a matter of 
extreme difficulty 4o get at facts in 
tbe cases of those found dead. Hard 
to tell 
if the disease was really 
cholera In some auch cases. People 
were becoming very much alarmed 
about the source of water supply. It 
bad been suggested that the valleys 
be quarantined and a guard be placed 
at the mouth of each. No persons 
from Honolulu should be allowed 
access. If the water of the city 
becomes contaminated there is no 
telling when the disease will stop. 
It might be a good idea to accept for 
this purpose the services of tbe Citi- 
zens' Guard, which body bad volun- 
teered to the Board of Health for duty. 
Other citizens had also offered their 
services for house to house inspection. 
Minister Damon had been in confer- 
ence with Captain McStocker, who 
said be would meet with the captains 
of the different companies of 
the 


Citizens' Guard for the purpose of 
deciding on some line of action. 


Andrew Brown said Makiki reser- 


voir bad been already quarantined. 
A guard was on duty continually. 
Would like a guard for tbe gate house 
and Kapena falls, as well as at 
Luakaba. No water flowed from tbe 
place, 'except through pipes from 
Luakaha. 
President Smith said tbe Govern- 
ment was supplying with food 500 
people now under quarantine. 
Ii. A. Thureton thought quarantin- 
ing tbe valleys would Be impractica- 
ble. It was necessary for people to go 
back and forth to business. 
John Waterhonse (sotto voice)— 
"There will be no business soon." 
President Smith thought persons in 


those localities could manage to exist 
with rice, taro and other articles of 
food raised. 
George Carter—"Can't the regulars 
instead of the Citizens Guard be ueed 
to guard the valleys?" 
W. A. Klnney was of the opinion 
that an absolute quarantine would be 
Inclined to cause trouble. People liv- 
ing in the valleys should be allowed 
to come and go, but should be made to 
understand that such trips be only 
when strictly necessary. Persons liv 
Ing in Honolulu proper should be ab- 
solutely refused access to the valleys. 
He had been into some of the valleys 
already, and had got people believing 
that they should prohibit themselves 
from coming to town. It was volun- 
tary quarantine on their part. 
President Smith said the districts of 


Walalua, and Waianae 
had 
re 


fused 
to 
allow 
people 
to 
go 
across from 
Honolulu. 
A email 


steamer carrying freight to Walalua 
had been sent back to Honolulu with- 
out effecting a landing. 
W. A. Klnney said people in the 


valleys had the same feeling as those 
of Waialna and Waianae. 
Andrew Brown said he had told the 


people of Makiki that in case any 
cases broke out in the vicinity quar- 
antine would surely result 
President Smith said a great deal of 


hardship was being suffered by the 
natives, first In regard to eating fish, 
and second, in regard to those who 
obtain their living by fishing. 
Andrew Brown made a report of 


the small 
but thickly populated 
stretch between the old Ice works and 
the home of F. A Schaefer, Nuuanu, 
recommending that the place be quar- 
antined. 
There was more danger 
there than any other part of Nuuanu. 


President Smith suggested the val- 


leys be quarantined, as follows: Ma- 
noa, 
Palblo, Pauoa, mauka of Pauoa 


road; Nuuanu valley, from 
Judd 


street up and between Nuuanu street 
and the stream mauka of the second 
bridge; Kalihi valley, 
from King 


street up, and Makiki. 


Dr. Rodt-ew was of the opinion that 


the quarantine would not be effectual. 
During the la"t insurrection from five 
to fix hirudred men armed with rifles 
had b<en plapni on duty to guard the 
values 
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President Smith spoke of the regu- 


lations regarding closing of aalooiiB at 
night and read a protest from liquor 
dealers and saloon keepers in which 
the action ol the Board was spoken of 
as unjust. It was not thought that 
the Board bad weighed tbe conse- 
quences sufficiently. Heavy licenses 
were having a decided effect. The as- 
sertion was ventured that more dau- 
:er resulted 
from tbe use of soft 


Iriuka than from spirituous liquors. 
The former were sold at places not 
closed at night. No crowds were col- 
lected except on Saturday nights. 
This could be easily regulated. 


President Smith said tbe regulation 


had been made on account of tbe 
large gatherings at saloons on last 
Friday and Saturday nights. 


A communication from Bishop Wil- 
lis protesting against the interference 
of police at a meeting held In St. An- 
drew's cathedral Wednesday evening, 
was read by President Smith. In It 
tbe 
author 
referred frequently to 


"crowds" which he was under the 
impression 
had been used in the 


wording of the regulation of the Board 
regarding church services. 


President Smith 
referred to the 


regulation as being for the good of the 
community. Audiences in the courts 
had been prohibited. He then read 
the regulation of the Board touching 
upon tbe point under dispute. 


Bishop Willis — "Large number" 


was used instead of "crowds." In his 
opinion 
it was the 
same thing. 


Twenty was not a "large number," 
not as large as the number present at 
the Board of Health meeting. 


President Smith said the Roman 


Catholic Church had asked permis- 
sion to open its doors in order to allow 
persons to enter at any time. This 
could not be granted. Why ? Natives 
would dip their bands into holy 
water upon entrance to tbe church. 
Contamination could be carried In 
that manner. 
Thosa who lived with 
persons Who had died would be the 
very first ones to go to the church and 
dip their fingers in tbe water. 
Bishop Willis was willing to co- 


operate with the Board to any extent 
short of closing tbe churches alto- 
gether. "Are we to prevent public 
worship?" Thought it would tend 
toward demoralization. 


President Smith said there was no 


desire to prevent worship. The bene- 
fit of the public was what was being 
considered. There was no place out- 
side of the church where persons sat 
together for one or two hours. 
Bishop Willis referred tocars. 
President Smith thought a very 


slight danger might exist there. Peo- 
ple however were out In the open air 
getting beneficial effects. 
Bishop Willis referred to the action 


of certain families In meeting to- 
gether for worship last Sunday. 
Andrew Brown—"I am not much of 


a churchman myself but I like to go 
to chucrh when I can. All other 
preachers have gone about from house 
to house and I cannot see why Bishop 
Willis does not resort to the same 
thing." 
Dr. Wood said the Board of Health 


wanted to stop cholera right now. 
Six months from now there would 
eitber be no more cholera or there 
might be so much of it that all quar- 
antine regulations would be of no 
avail. Every precaution must be 
taken and tbe regulation with respect 
to churches was one of those precau- 
tions. 
Rev. D. P. Birnie suggested as a 


compromise that two or three fami- 
lies living In various places in close 
proximity, be allowed to meet to- 
gether for worship. Men from the 
church could be detailed for tbe work 


President Smith said it was impos- 


sible to discriminate. Tbe Hawai- 
ians must be looked out for and saved 
from themselves. Every precaution 
should be taken. 
Dr. Day said there was no objec- 
tion to gathering of families for 
worship, as had 
been suggested. 


Thought that reasons for closing 
saloons at night were good ones. 
Drinking men were very anxiou* to 
get an excuse to drink whether they 
happened to be tired or not, hot or 
cool. Speaking of that class, ad rice 
bad been given to drink spirits. Un- 
doubtedly there were a great many 
who took tbat advice because their 
inclinations led them in that direc 
tion. This was saying nothing about 
gatherings and liability of persons 
taking sick while in the saloons. 


Dr. Kodgers spoke of the careless- 


ness of natives. A half grown girl 
was taken sick at Kalibi yesterday. 
To all appearances the house and sur- 
roundings were clean. 
The people 


seemed to be very intelligent. One 
man failed to show snch acquire- 
ment. As the girl was about to be 
removed he rushed up and kissed 
her.L. A. Thureton moved to endorse 
tbe action of the Board both in regard 
to saloons and churches. 
Bishop Willis said he had been

Wednesday evening. Such was not 
his idea. On tbe contrary, he wished

The following list of rules and regu- 
lations for the cholera hospital, drawn 
up by the three hospital doctors and 
approved by Dr. Myers, was read: 


KUI.ES AND REGULATIONS 0* THE 


i HOLKKA HOSPITAL. 


1 
I lie physician on duty at the 


hospital has entire command and his 
orders will be reapeated accordingly 
by all employees and attendants. 


li. The physician on duty shall re- 
main until his relief arrives. 


3. The physician on duty will send 
a written report to the president of tbe 
Board of Health at t> a.m. and 3 p.m. 


4. Patients shall be admitted only 


on the recommendation of a responsi- 
ble physician. 


5. Patients on admission shall be 


placed In a clean, disinfected room 
and be dressed in clean clothing as 
quickly and quietly as possible. 


6. While physicians employed by 


the Board of Health are in attendance 
at the cholera hospital to care for the 
patients, every patient may have any 
other licensed physician whom he 
chooses to attend upon him. 


7. Patients may be accompanied by 


a friend or relation, who will be subject 
to the orders of the physician and shall 
be confined to the room and section 
of veranda in front of room occupied 
by the patient. 


3. On the death of a patient the 
steward will have the corpse removed 
at once to the morgue and disinfected; 
the bedding and clothing burned or 
disinfected, and the room disinfected. 


9. Nurses.—A male and a female 


nurse shall be on duty at all times 
and shall be relieved after six hours 
watch. 


10. The steward and head nurse 


shall see that the orders of the physi- 
cian are strictly carried out. 
11. The nurses will administer to 
tbe patients the food, drink and medi- 
cines ordered by the physician. 


12. The cook on duty is responsible 


for the kitchen, and no nurse or at- 
tendant will be allowed to enter it. 


Dr. Day said the surgeon of the 


Bennington had asked permission that 
his ship be allowed to go to lahaina, 
the crew to go ashore there. 


The Board deemed it advisable to 


defer such action fora few days. 


C. L. Wight asked about way traffic 


between Molokal, Maul and Hawaii. 
Question to be answered on Monday. 
Wished to know also if there was any 
objection to allowing the Lehna to be 
used as a lighter. She had been out 
of commission several weeks and dur- 
ing that time no crew had been aboard 
her. 


Dr. Day said he considered the Le- 


hna perfectly safe and. had acted in 
accordance with that view by giving 
permission to have her used as a 
lighter.

The Theory A'dvanoed by a Weil- 


known Hawaiian Woman.

The Native, are. V - Ishtened ami Are 


Running to the Volleys-All Water 
Sources and Streams Must be Guarded 
to Prevent Pollution-Native Practice. 


I offer my theory in addition to the 


different speculations indulged in by 
many as to how or why cholera has 
spread so rapidly among the native 
population. I take as a starting point 
that the Chinamen who died at the 
quarantine station died of cholera. 
If the practice of former times in re- 
gard to the burial of the bodies of 
quarantined persons was carried out 
in their cases, that ia the bodies were 
buried without coffins, those bodies at 
once became an attraction for all the 
crabs and sand eels within a radius of 
half a mile or more. It was well 
known to the ancient Hawaiians that 
certain species of crabs are very fond 
of decaying animal matter, more es- 
pecially o? decaying human flesh. It 
Is a proverbial saying in Hawaiian 
in regard to the Alamihi, a small 
black or brownish crab, and th'e OhiM, 
of a lighter shade of brown, "Alamihi 
ai kupapau" or "Ohiki ai kupapau"— 
corpse-eating Alamihi or Ohiki—and 
for this reason the ancient natives al- 
ways, if possible, buried their dead far 
inland, not only to prevent the dese- 
cration of the bodies of their loved 
ones bat also to prevent the pollution 
of a favorite article of diet, and one, 
too, that figures as quite an item in 
the family provisons of those living 
near their habitats. Crabs of these 
two varieties in favorable localities 
have been met with at night as far 
inland as half a mile from, the sea 
shore rambling around in quest of any 
decaying matter. I have seen them 
running at night on the lower part of 
Ltliha street. 
The proper mode of preparing these 
crabs for the table, according to na- 
tive custom, is to take the back off 
with the entrails of the animal, break 
off all the claws, add to the backs con- 
taining the entrails, pounded or ground 
fine, mix with a little water and 
strain what yon might call the crab 
juice on to the cleaned bodies of the 
little animals. The resultant sauce Is 
one of the finest tasting I have ever 
ate, not excepting even the very finest 
of foreign-made sauces it has been my 
fortune to have known. Can one 
wonder that the Hawaiians with their 
limited opportunities should cling to 
this almost as tenadonly as to poi? 
Bat note the ingredients of the sauce: 
Entrails and all in the back of the 
crab together with the claws and any 
other easily detachable bony parts. 
As I understand, not being on this 
island at the outbreak of the epi- 
demic, two women—Kuanalewa, a 
well-known dealer at the fishmarket 
in these crabs, being one—went crab- 
bine, gathering limn, mudfishes and 
such like articles of Hawaiian diet 
classed as necessaries to every well 
regulated luau. A laau was held at 
Iwilel. No doubt, these crabs and 
limu figured at the furnishing of the 
table. 
Following 
an almost in- 
variable native habit the fishers 
and 
most 
likely 
those 
of 
the 


house 
made 
their 
meal 
with 


poi off some of the very same crabs 
and Hmu and so ate of them before 
the feast. Now, those crabs, at the 
previous high tide, perhaps an hour or 
two before, had themselves been feast- 
ing on the bodies of those cholera pa- 
tients burled on the sandspit, imme- 
diately makai or to the seaward of the 
residence of those women. 
Here was 
direct, undiluted contagion. 
I have no means of knowing how 


many of the cases at Iwilei partook of 
crabs, llmu or mud-flshes, but had 
the authorities, lay or medical, been 
aware of this peculiarity of certain 
crabs, and of the fondness of the na- 
tives for them, for llmu, etc., and 
had 
inquired as to 
what had 


been eaten since the deaths on quar- 
antine ground, I do not fear to assert 
it would have been found that some or 
all of the above articles cf diet had 
been eaten raw. 
Neither llmu nor mudfish necessar- 
ily prey on dead bodies, but the crabs, 
after then- ghoulish feasts, would be 
very apt to crawl on the limu, thus 
contaminating it, as well as infecting 
the water. Mudfishes both eat limu 
.and swallow water and any little kind 
of foreign matter floating therein. 


In the case of the man who escaped 


from Iwilei and died in the house on 
the banks of the Nuuanu stream; 
whether the privy where bis excre- 
ment was emptied stood over the 
stream or not, quilts, very generally 
used by natives and frequently costing 
ten, twenty to twenty-five dollars, 6r 
even blankets and sheets, getting 
slightly soiled with bis excreta, would 
be invariably, according to native 
practice where a stream is handy, 
taken into a stream and washed in- 
stead of burning them up, even if told 
of the danger; of which they would be 
skeptical. That would infect 
the 
stream downward toward the mad 
flats below and around the wash- 
houses. A material portion of the 
inei, or wherewithal to eat with poi, 
taking the place of meat, for the na- 
tives living in the districts bordering 
on the stream and mud flats, such as 
Klkibale, Kapuukolo, Leleo, Aala, 
and even around Palama, are those 
same alatnihi. oopu, kauleloa, com- 
mon oopu (mudfishes), shrimps and 
the different 
linaus, all obtainable 


either in the stream or the mud flats. 
What are the results? Most of the 
cases developed within the last few 
days have been among those inhabit- 
ing the localities mentioned. 
The 


few cases that appeared outside, last 
week, I am sure can be proved to have 
either visited there and eaten, or had 
bought fish and crabs from the Chi- 
nese peddlers, said fish and crabs hav- 


ing been caught at the Hoolillamu 
bridge after 
the 
aforesaid death 


upon the Nuuanu stream banks 
and presumable infection of stream. I 
have reason for believing that this 
was the direct cause of Kaehalil's 
death. 
Had 
this 
danger 
been 


recognized 
at 
once, and 
patrola 


stationed from the very first on the 
river banks, harbors and beaches, with 
strict orders to prevent anyone from 
taking anything from there—particu- 
larly anything edible—the spread of 
this scourge among the native popu- 
lation would not have been so rapid, 
und possibly, by this time, might 
have been stamped out. 
While I ana writing about this 


very unpleasant subject, 
I must 


warn the authorities of oue very dis- 
gustipg and dangerous custom which 
is occasionally practiced by the natives 
when instigated by a kahuna, and 
that is, when they have a suspicion 
that a person has died from anaana, 
or In other words, have been prayed 
to death, they take the nails, some 
hah*, or, preferably, vomit or excreta 
of the corpse, wrap it up in a perfectly 
clean and new rag or paper, formerly 
a cocoanut fibre, and take it to some 
water source—such as a spring, reser- 
voir or head of a stream—and place it 
securely under a stone, in the belief 
that the essence of the dead will 
spread out in the water and, if drank 
by the parties guilty of anaanaing 
the departed, or by anyone who knew 
of it, would cause death to such with- 
in a short time. 
There is DO knowing but some ig- 


norant persons, enraged by the loss of 
a dear one, and skeptical as to the 
"mai a ka haole" (foreigners' dis- 
ease), may try to pollute our accessi- 
ble water sources. I would most res- 
pectfully suggest that it would be 
money well spent for the Government 
to employ at least two guards for 
every water source. The night time 
would be the time most likely 
be selected for such work. 
I have been solemnly assured by at 


least a half-dozen different parties 
that the original deaths at Iwilei were 
caused by the theft of a horse which 
was fold, the proceeds bought a pi{ 
which was eaten at the now historica- 
feast. The owner of the horse called 
in a powerful kahuna to anaana the 
theft of his horse, and thus the deaths 
of those who partook of the pig bought 
with the proceeds of the sale of the 
stolen horse. 
, , 
^ 
I am informed that during the last 


day or two natives are running away 
from Honolulu Into the Kalibl and 
Manoa valleys, and very likely Into 
the other valleys too, and In a day or 
two we may expect to hear of cases in 
those valleys. If the streams are not 
strictly guarded, infection will inevit- 
ably find its way into them, and, in 
view of the fact that the people living 
in those parts use stream water en 
tirely for household purposes, the pos- 
sible danger is something that sboulc 
be guarded against. 
It may be said that a good deal of the 


views set forth here are mere conjec- 
tures, but they are founded on a thor- 
ough knowledge of the localities and 
of the habits of my own race..

THE CBOLBBA HOSPITAL. 


Described by an Advertiser Re- 


porter Who Paid a. Visit. 


In order to give the public some 


idea of the cholera hospital situated 
near the marine railway at Kakaako 
a representative of this paper visltec 
the place Wednesday, and through the 
kindness of Dr. Myers, physician in 
full charge, succeeded in obtaining an 
Insight Into the workings of the place 


The hospital was opened on Angus 


30th by Dr. Myers who has been in 
charge since that time. On Septem- 
ber 1st Dr. Watson took night duty 
Dr. Ryder relieved him on night dutj 
September 2d, and waa followed D: 
Dr. Emerson, September 3d, from 7 
p.m. to 11:30 p.m., Dr. Howard taking 
duty from 11:30 p.m. to 7 a.m. Dr 
Myers is on duty daily from 7 a.m. t 
3p.m. 
Armstrong Smith went on duty yes 


terday as head steward of the hospital 


C. J. Whitney, bead nurse, went on 
duty August 28th, and has been at th 
hospital ever since. His work ha 
often of the highest grade. Ever sine 
his supervision of the nurse depart 
ment he has kept everything in ship 
shape form. His care is much appre- 
ciated by the physician in charge an 
by all others who have visited th 
hospital. 
Miss Elizabeth Kapaa and J. Law 


rence, who went on duty August 31s 
and 30th respectively, are day nurses 
Fannie Kalelkoa and J. H. Gibson 


who went on duty September 1st an 
August 31st respectively, are nigh 
nurses. Both sets of nurses have don 
remarkably well. 
Frank Lawrence has full charge o 


the culinary department over which 
he presides with evident pride. 
The hospital grounds strike th 


observer as being remarkably clean 
All rubbish Is collected and burned 
immediately, so that there is n 
chance for accumulation. 
Numeroo 


white spots on every hand give evi 
dence of a liberal sprinkling of lime 
so necessary for disinfecting. 
The houses, though rough an 


unpromising from an architecture, 
standpoint, are nevertheless models o 
cleanliness. Both interior and exterin 
have been treated to a fresh coat o 
whitewash and the floors cleaned an 
disinfected. 
Near the center of the grounds an 


running east and west is what migh 
be called the main building, consist 
ing of a chain of single rooms, wher 
doctors, head steward and head nure 
hold forth. 
The room nearest the malnentranc 


from the continuation of Punchbow 
street contains the hospital supplies 
Everything is in its place and withi 
easy reach. 
The physician in cbarg 


could not say enough in praise of th 
Board of Health for the liberal supplj 
of every want. 
The doctors' room, which come 
next, contains only the necessary 
articles of furniture. The medicine 
are placed on a table in easy reach 
On the washstand are disinfectants fo 
the use of the doctors. A small table 
neatly covered, holds the books an 
papers necessary for such a place. 
The books contain general informa- 


tion regarding patients and are abso 
lutely indlspenmble. A report of the 
condition of various patients Is sent 
twice a day by Dr. Myers to the Pres- 
icient of the Board of Health. 


On the wall In front of the table is 


p««ted instructions to physicians at 
the hospital. 
Next comes the room occupied by 


ead steward and head nurse. 
As In 
doctors' room, articles of furniture 


re scarce. On the wall is a diet list 
or the respective patients. This is 
hanged every morning, or as often as 
, is deemed necessary. 
The telephone in the room la a con- 
enleuce without which the hospital 
ould hardly exist. 
The nurses' cottage is near the 


muuka fence, Waiklkl side of the 
main building. 
Opposite the main building on the 
Walklki side is the hospital, where 
our patients are at present confined, 
""hey are placed on straw mats spread 
_n the floor. Up to a late hour last 
night, all were doing well. 
Waikikiside of this building and 


near the fence, Is another building 
which Is used as the morgue. As 
oon as a death occurs, the body Is re- 
moved to this place and prepared for 
mrlaL 
The bath rooms, just off from the 


west end of the hospital, have not 
been fully fitted up, but will be in a 
ew days. One room will be used for 
lurses and the other for convalescent 
patients. 


On the Ewa side of the bath room 
the kitchen, and a neater one it 


would be an impossibility to find, 
["he cook is always found in the vicln- 
ty of his kitchen keeping watch that 
nothing happens. 


The greatest precautions have been 
aken in the 
matter of food for 


>atients. Near the kitchen is placed 
i dividing line consisting of a board 
)laced on posts about three feet from 
;he ground. Nurses may approach as 
'ar as the board and no further. The 
.'ood is handed them from this place. 
[t is taken to the patients on plates 
which have been previously disinfect- 
ed. Upon returning, the nurses are 
required to disinfect thoroughly all 
articles used by the patients in eat- 
ng. These are placed on a shelf some 
distance from the kitchen. 
Thirty-nine natives from the in- 


fected district of Kapuukolo are con- 
fined in the buildings on the Ewa side 
of the hospital yard. 
Two officers, 


one a native and the other a white 
man, inspect the quarters hourly and 
report every detail to the physician in 
charge. The natives spend their time 
In sitting or lying on the verandas, 
balking as if nothing existed to mar 
the perfect serenity of the place. 
Their food, which is furnished by the 
Government, is cooked in the quarters. 
The children are allowed to play on 
the grounds, but a forbidding rope, 
with an officer standing near, is suffi- 
cient warning to keep them within 
their bounds. 
Absolutely, no com- 


munication with any other than their 
own quarters Is allowed. In a pleas- 
ant chat with one of the native women 
in quarantine, that individual said: 
"It seems, at first sight, somewhat of 
a hardship to be confined to these 
quarters in such close proximity to 
cholera patients, but, upon second 
thought, I believe the right thing has 
been done. Our presence outside, in 
the thickly populated parts of the 
city, would be a constant menace to 
those with whom, we might have 
dealings." 
Guards are on duty outside the high 


fence which shuts in the hospital 
gronrids. Their, orders are of the 
strictest kind. 
A yellow flag flies from each comer 


of the fence to warn away those who 
might wish to approach too close. 
The patients now confined in the 


hospital are as follows: 
Henry Simona, sent in from the 


vicinity of Rt Louis College, August 
30th, improving rapidly. Dr. Myers' 
patient. 
' 
Paku, Jr., one of the quarantined 


Kapuukolu natives, taken sick Sep- 
tember 3d, doing well. Dr. Herbert's 
patient. 
Keluia, a woman, sent in by Dr. 


Smith September 3d, doing well. Dr. 
Myers' patient 
Kekaulalil, one of the Kapuukolu 


natives, sent in by Dr. Howard, mid- 
night Tuesday, doing nicely. Dr. 
Myers' patient. 
In closing tbia article on the chol- 


era hospital, it is no more than fitting 
that the excellent work of Dr. Myers' 
be mentioned with highest corm 
mendation. In taking^ charge of the 
hospital he assumed a very heavy re- 
sponsibility which he has borne both 
cheerfully and well. 


CHOI^ERA OB FAKE, WHICH? 


The usually smiling face of Frank 


Godfrey put on a different expression 
Wednesday as he stopped near the 
Board of Health office and called out 
to Health Agent Reynolds, "I have 
contracted cholera." He was taken 
to the hospital and there given treat- 
ment. Later on he was sitting-outelde 
the door of his rough-watted1 room 
thinking thoughts which 'coffle^but 
once in a lifetime. Oplnionse&'to big 
real state of health were numerous. 
He was accused of working a bluff to 
get into the hospital by taking certain 
drugs capable of producing the effects 
of cholera, his ultimate intention be- 
ing to "write up" the details of pro- 
ceedings at the place. At all events, 
he is in to stay for a little while. 
He 


will be fed at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment, have the satisfaction at 
least of imagining the creepy feeling 
of cholera germs, and be confined to 
his room and veranda until entirely 
recovered from what has attacked 
him. 
Freedom of the grounds will 


not be allowed.

The Kauai people had an 
inkling that the men would be 
brought back, and they were there 
to prevent the program from being 
carried out.

to Asiatics, but all other nationali- 
ties as well, as the following letter 
will show:

DEAB SIB:—At a meeting of the 
National Board of Health held at 
their rooms this morning, it was de- 
cided to fumigate and disinfect first- 
class passengers, wishing to return to 
Kauaf, and place them ID quarantine 
upon one of thel.-I. 8. N. Co.'s steam- 
ers out in the harbor for a period of 
five days—the steamer having been 
thoroughly fumigated and disinfected 
by having sulphur burned in the hold, 
and her decks and interior washed 
down with a solution of bicloride of 
mercury. 
We wish to know whether, after 
having submitted to this rigid quar- 
antine, under the direction of the 
proper officer of the Board of Health 
here, we may be allowed to land upon 
the island of Kauai and return to our 
several homes? 
If not, we do not wish to submit to 
the above mentioned quarantine and 
incur the expense and inconvenience 
of the same only to be refused permis- 
sion to land by tne good people of 
Kauai and compelled to return to Ho- 
nolulu. 
Will you kindly submit this letter 


for the serious consideration of your 
citizens' committee and let us have 
reply by return of this steamer? 
Hoping this may meet with a favor-

Mr. Castle was asked how the 


island residents felt about annexa- 
tion to the United States. 


"Annexation to the United States 


is looked forward to eagerly by 
every loyal resident of Hawaii," he 
said. "The only ones who oppose 
it are the royalists. Annexation to 
Great Britain is not in favor at all. 
Neither is an American protector- 
ate. The people desire to become 
a part of the American republic. 
Even the natives are fast becoming 
advocates of annexation. 
They 


are gradually realizing the differ- 
ence between the monarchy under 
which they used to live and the 
Government for the people con- 
ducted by President Dole. 
One 


would naturally think al) the Brit- 
ish residents would favor uniting 
the islands to the realm of Queen 
Victoria, but such is not the case; 
Many of the British residents of 
Honolulu are the strongest advo- 
cates of 
the plan of making 


Hawaii a state of the United 
States. The annexation idea is eo 
strong in the islands that I think 
it will never be obliterated until 
union with the United States is a 
fact.'

Port Surveyor Sanders was in a 


happy frame of mind yesterday; a 
large capture of opium was the 
cause. Three officers captured 610 
tins between them and earned a 
handsome reward for themselves at 
the same time.

They were instructed to search the 
Oceanic warehouse ; they followed 
out their orders and returned with 
an innocent-looking box which 
was labeled pie fruit.

The 
box did not contain pie fruit or 
any other fruit; it was filled to the 
top with half-pound tins of opium; 
there were 160 tins in all. The 
drug was taken to the custom 
bouse.
